M an Killed 
In Ross 
Car Crash 


Twenty -eight-y ear-o ld 
Charles 
Summers, Ro ute 1, New Ho lland, was 
killed in an early mo rning auto ac­ 
cident in Ro ss Co unty . 


Ro ss Co unty Deputy Sheriff Daniel 
Barker, who is still inv estigating the 
crash, said Summers apparently died 
as a result o f injuries suffered in the 
single-car crash o n Ro ute 207, no rth o f 
the Mile Tree Rd. 
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A m endm ents Alter Original M easure

Acco rding to his repo rt, Summers 
apparently dro v e o ff the right side o f 
the ro adway after passing ano ther 
no rthbo und car. His car trav eled 321 
feet in a ditch befo re co ming back to 
the pav ed surface where it cro ssed 
bo th the no rth and so uth bo und lanes 
fo r 100 feet. 


The car left the ro ad o n the left side, 
tearing do wn 81 feet o f fence, and 
trav eled 173 feet in the left ditch while 
ro lling o v er three times. 
The car came to rest o n its to p in a 
field. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Hearings 
co ntinue to day o n a utility rate refo rm 
bill, but the damage has already been 
do ne as far as so me legislato rs and 
co nsumer adv o cates are co ncerned. 
The legislatio n to repeal the current 
Keco nstructio n Co st New (RCN) rate 
base fo rmula was hit with a series erf 
amendments Tuesday in the Ho use In­ 
surance, 
U tilities and Financial 
Institutio ns Co mmittee. 
By a 13-8 v o te, the panel decided to 
replace RCN with a “ Fair Value” 
fo rmula, calculated o n 50 per cent o f a 
utility ’s o riginal co st in plants and 
equipment and 50 per cent o f the in­ 
flatio n adjusted v alue o f these same 
assets. 
Hep. Paul I^eo nard, D-37 Day to n, 
claimed his Fair Value amendment 
wo uld no t “ m ake the utilities happy . 
“ If we’re go ing to do so mething in 
the way o f legislativ e co mpro mise, 
this is the answer,” he said. 
Utility 
lo bby ists are generally 
fav o rable to a fair v alue ty pe fo rmula 
as a seco nd best alternativ e to the 
present RCN 
sy stem. Used as a 
starting po int by the state o n rate re­ 
quests, RCN allo ws gas, electric and 
telepho ne co mpanies to calculate ho w 
much it wo uld co st to replace their 
plants 
and 
equipm ent—less 
depreciatio n— at current market 
value 
“ Fair v alu e is by any o ther name, 
RCN,” said Rep. Dennis Eckart, D-18 
Euclid who v o ted against l>eo nard’s 
amendment and said he wo uld v o te 
against the bill in its present fo rm. 
Eckart said he wo uld attempt to insert 
a series o f co nsumero riented amend­ 
ments to day , but the v o tes appeared to 
be stacked against him. 
In accepting the Fair Value plan, the 
co m m ittee 
scrapped a 
pro po sed 
o riginal co st fo rmula which wo uld 
hav e held the rate base to the co st o f 
the utility ’s initial capital inv estment, 
witho ut inflatio nary adjustments. 
Fo rmer 
Public 
u tilities 
co m­ 


missio ner Henry Eckhart, an o ut­ 
spo ken critic o f the utility industry , 
claimed Ijeo nard had v o iced “ a 
argument, right o ut o f the utility 
lo bby ists mo uth. 
“ If we win ev ery o ther fight o n ev ery 
o ther amendment, it still wo uldn’t be 
wo rth the cast,” Eckhart said. "They 
hav e gutted the bill.” 
The Co lumbus atto rney v o wed to go 
ahead with a petitio n driv e to put the 
questio n o f utility rate regulatio n 
befo re the electo rate nex t No v ember 
as a pro po sed co nstitutio nal amend­ 
ment. He has enlisted the suppo rt o f 
the prime spo nso r o f the co ntro v ersial 
bill, Rep. Dennis Wo jtano wski, D-74 
Willo ughby . 


Still unanswered as the co mmittee’s 
deliberatio ns mo v ed into a seco nd day 
was the impact o f any new rate plan o n 
co nsumer serv ice. 


“ 1 think this is the who le pro blem,” 
said 
Rep. Tho mas M. Bell, D-10 
Clev eland. “ Will this co st the tax ­ 
pay ers mo re mo ney ?” No ne o f the 
co mmittee members had the answer 
Tuesday . 


Oppo nents o f RCN claim it results in 
unnecessarily high co nsumer rates 
and o ffers po tential fo r windfall utility 
pro fits. 
The co mmittee also added these 
majo r amendments to the legislatio n: 
—The Public Utilities Co mmissio n o f 


Ohio (PUCO) wo uld hav e three mo nths 
to 
act o n 
rate 
increases befo re 
requested new rates auto matically 
take effect. If the PUCO, currently 
facing a 22-mo nth rate lag, appro v ed a 
rate lo wer than requested, the utility 
wo uld refund the difference. Ho wev er, 
if the regulato rs do no t act within 12 
mo nths, the requested rate wo uld 
beco me permanent. 
—The co at o f utilities co nstructio n 
wo rk in pro gress wo uld be calculated 
in the fair v alue co at base. This 
amendment remo v ed a sectio n that 
wo uld hav e permitted a utility co m­ 
pany to pass directly thro ugh to 
ratepay ers 50 per cent o f their interest 
o n lo ans fo r co nstructio n. 
Columbia Gas Anticipates 
No Curtailment Changes 


Co lumbia Gas o f Ohio anno unced 
to day that a current rev iew o f its gas 
supply and requirements picture in­ 
dicates that it will no t be necessary to 
make a change in current winter 
curtailment lev els at this time. 
Ho wev er, the co mpany is adv ising 
its industrial custo mers to anticipate 
heav ier curtailm ent lev els nex t 
summer due to co ntinued deterio ratio n 
o f natural gas supplies. 


A letter fro m Co lumbia Gas o f Ohio 
anno uncing a 9 .33 centers per 1,000 
cubic feet o f gas was read at Cir­ 
clev ille City Co uncil Tuesday . 
The increase is pursuant to the fuel 
co st adjustment clause included in the 
city o rdinance regulating the co st o f 
gas. The fuel co st adjustment clause 
allo ws the gas co mpany to pass in­ 
creases in the price it must pay fo r gas 
alo ng to the co nsumer.

Co lumbia Gas o f Ohio in the Circlev ille 
area, said the lev el o f curtailment fo r 
any specific industrial custo mer will 
depend upo n ho w much gas that 
custo mer uses in each o f the three 
catego ries. 
He said 
that

co mmercial 
custo mers o f the gas co mpany that use 
o ne millio n cubic feet o r mo re o f gas a 
mo nth will be curtailed 15 per cent 
during the summer mo nths, the 
m ax imum 
summer 
curtailment 
permitted fo r co m m ercial users. 
These custo mers currently are being 
curtailed 20 per cent. 
Danfo rd emphasized the pro jectio ns 
being anno unced to day fo r the 
remainder o f the winter and fo r the 
sev en mo nth perio d are based o n the 
best data av ailable to the co mpany at 
this time and cautio ned that the 
co mpany ’s supply situatio n is under 
co nstant rev iew and subject to change 
at any time. 
“ All o f o ur pro jectio ns are based o n 
many facto rs including temperatures

Abo ut the o nly thing we 
can be certain o f at this time is that

He po inted o ut that the lev els being 
anno unced fo r the substitutable lo ad 
nex t summer are co nsiderably lo wer 
than the lev els required to o ffset 
calculated supply deficiencies, but 
include assumptio ns based o n prev io us 
ex perience and best estimates as to 
eco no m ic co nditio ns, anticipated 
underruns by industries and o ther 
v ariables. “ If these assumptio ns do 
no t dev elo p, it may necessitate in­ 
crease in curtailment during the 
remainder 
o f 
the 
sev en-mo nth 
perio d,” Danfo rd said. 


He stressed that the summer 
pro jectio ns do no t take into acco unt 
po tential emergency purchases 
o f 
So uthwest gas similar to tho se that 
enabled Co lumbia to reduce industrial 
and co mmercial curtailment and the 
acco mpany ing threat o f gas-related 


unemplo y ment this winter. 
This summer Co lumbia will attempt 
to make emergency purchases o f gas, 
surplus to the intrastate market in the 
So uthwest, 
o nly 
if 
a 
custo mer 
specifically agrees in adv ance that it 
wants to purchase additio nal gas in the 
$3.00 per tho usand cubic feet price 
range. 
"At this time Co lumbua do es no t 
kno w whether o r no t it will be able to 
make em ergency purchases nex t 
summer, 
whether 
gas 
will 
be 
av ailable, o r av ailable at an ac­ 
ceptable price,” Danfo rd said. 
"There will be much mo re co m­ 
petitio n fo r the surplus gas in the 
So uthwest this summer and the 
amo unt that will be av ailable will 
depend 
upo n 
temperatures 
and 
eco no mic co nditio ns in the So uthwest 
during the nex t few mo nths. If we are 
go ing to be able to purchase the gas we 
must begin lo o king no w. This is the 
reaso n we are adv ising o ur curtailed 
custo mers o f po tential summer cur­ 
tailment lev els at this time,” Danfo rd 
said.

The spo kesmen said the guerrillas 
fro m Sy ria were try ing to o v errun the 
sm all Christian to wn o f Chto ura, 30 
m iles east o f Beirut and 20 miles fro m 
the Sy rian fro ntier. 
I^ebanese tro o ps to o k up hillto p 
po sitio ns o v erlo o king Chto ura and 
were firing do wn o n the guerrillas, the 
spo kesman repo rted. He denied re­ 
po rts that the inv aders were equipped

The Vo ice o f Iiebano n, the radio 
statio n o f the right-wing Christian 
Phalange party , claimed ano ther wav e 
o f PLA and Sy rian Army fo rces 
cro ssed the I^ebanese bo rder befo re 
dawn into the eastern Bekaa v alley 
and o v erran army po sts in the eastern 
and western part o f the v alley . But 
prev io us Christian claims o f a Sy rian 
army inv asio n were discredited 
Tuesday , and there was no co n­ 
firmatio n o f this latest Phalangist 
claim to day . 
The Sy rian go v ernment was sending 
Fo reign 
Minister 
Abdul 
Halim 
Khaddam and the Sy rian army and air 
fo rce chiefs to Beirut to day to make 
ano ther attempt at pro mo ting a cease­ 
fire and a Mo slem-Christian po litical 
settlement. Meanwhile, the Lebanese 
natio nal po lice repo rted ano ther 155 
co mbatants o n bo th sides killed in 
fighting at v ario us po ints aro und the 
co untry and 184 wo unded. 


Ray mo nd Edde, a leading Christian 
candidate to succeed 
President 
Suleiman 
Franjieh, 
to ld 
Beirut 
newspapers after a v isit to the United 
States that a "plo t to partitio n Iiebano n 
is well under way ,” and altho ugh the 
U.S. go v ernment "do es no t want to get 
inv o lv ed, it clearly blesses the par­ 
titio n.” 
Edde, the o nly Christian presidential 
aspirant who has clo se relatio ns with 
Mo slem factio ns, said in a telepho ne 
interv iew fro m Paris that the United 
States wo uld be "delighted to hav e 
Lebano n’s Mo slem-po pulated no rthern 
and eastern regio ns giv en to Sy ria to 
make up fo r Sy ria’s lo ss o f the Go lan 
Heights to Israel.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Hearings 
continue today on a utility rate reform 
bill, but the damage has already been 
done as far as some legislators and 
consumer advocates are concerned. 
The legislation to repeal the current 
Reconstruction Cost New (RCN) rate 
base formula was hit with a series of 
amendments Tuesday in the House In­ 
surance, Utilities and Financial 
Institutions Committee. 
By a 13-8 vote, the panel decided to 
replace RCN with a "Fair Value” 
formula, calculated Mi 50 per cent of a 
utility's original cost in plants and 
equipment and 50 per cent of the in­ 
flation adjusted value of these same 
assets 
Hep. Paul leonard. D-37 Dayton, 
claimed his Fair Value amendment 
would not ‘ make the utilities happy. 
"If we’re going to do something in 
the way of legislative compromise, 
this is the answer," he said. 
Utility lobbyists are generally 
favorable to a fair value type formula 
a* a second best alternative to the 
present RCN system. Used as a 
starting point by the state on rate re­ 
quests, RCN allows gas, electric and 
telephone companies to calculate how 
much it would cost to replace their 
plants 
and 
equipment -less 
depreciation— at current m arket 
value. 
"F air value ta by any other name. 
RCN,” said Rep. Dermis Eckart. D-18 
Euclid who voted against leonard’* 
amendment and said he would vote 
against the bill in Its present form 
Eckart said he would attempt to Insert 
• aeries of consumeroriented amend­ 
ments today, but the votes appeared to 
he stacked against him. 
In accepting the Fair Value plan, the 
com m ittee scrapped a proposed 
original cost formula which would 
have held the rate base to the coat of 
the utility’s initial capital investment,

missioner Henry Eckhart, an out­ 
spoken critic of the utility industry,

WASHINGTON (AP) - From the 
standpoint of a family wrestling with 
its finances, President Ford’s budget 
proposals may look like a 
giant 
surrealistic painting of many hands 
and pockets. 
Some of the hands are putting money 
into pockets, while other hands are 
taking money out of pockets. Some of 
the hands may S4N51T1 triple-J ointed as 
they limberly 
reach through and 
around 
regulations 
and 
hidden 
passageway s to pluck and deposit. 
There is an almost endless com­ 
bination of possible effects the budget 
might ex ert on indiv idual households. 
Here are some of the simpler 
possibilities: 
A family of four with adjusted gross 
income of $15,000 may hav e paid $1,612 
in income tax for 19 7 5. Ford’s proposal 
would cut that tax to $1,446 in 19 7 6 and 
$1,325 in 19 7 7 , a total tax cut of $287 
ov er the two y ears. 
Adjusted gross income for most 
tax pay ers means the total of all in­ 
come. 
On the other side, howev er, Social 
Security tax es paid by that same 
family would climb from $87 7 .50 to 
$9 22.50, an increase of $45. 
If this family had a slightly higher 
adjusted gross income of $16,500 a 
y ear, 
the 
balance 
would 
shift 
somewhat. While the income tax 
sav ings would be just about the same, 
the increase in Social Security tax es 
from 19 7 6 to 19 7 7 would be $119 .7 0 
rather than $45. 
That’s because in addition to raising 
the tax rate on Social Security from 
5.85 per cent to 6.15 per cent, Ford 
would also increase from $15,300 to 
$16,500 the max imum amount of ad­ 
justed gross income on which the tax is 
paid. 
Stepping down the economic ladder, 
the proposed income tax cuts get 
proportionally larger. A family of four 
with $10,000 of adjusted gross income, 
which paid $7 09 in 19 7 5, would be 
pay ing $485 by 19 7 7 , a drop of nearly 
one-third, or $224. At the same time, 
the Social Security tax from 19 7 6 to 
19 7 7 would be only $30 greater. 
The tax drop works out that way 
because not only are the tax rates 
lowered for the first $10,000 in adjusted 
gross income, but the tax ex emption 
for each family member is increased 
from $7 50 to $1,000 by 19 7 7 . 
The latter prov ision is especially 
helpful to large families. For two 


parents and their six children, for 
ex ample, the change means $2,000 less 
income on which to pay tax . The 
amount actually sav ed would depend 
on the family ’s tax bracket, but might 
amount to $400 or $500 for a middle in­ 
come household. 
For a family taking care of an 
elderly parent, the Ford program 
increases the chances of hav ing to pay 
as much as $7 50 in short-term or 
routine medical costs, but it would 
eliminate the risk of a lengthy medical 
crisis draining thousands of dollars 
from the family bank account. 
If the family budget has room for a 
bit of sav ing, the Ford plan would 
encourage putting that money into 
common stocks by prov iding tax 
breaks. 


Money put into stocks, up to a cer­ 
tain limit, could be deducted from 
tax able income. And div idends earned 
by the stock would not be tax ed either 
until withdrawn from the plan. 
The administration hasn't y et 
spelled out how much money could be 
put into this tax -sav ing feature, nor 
has it said at what higher income 
lev els this opportunity would be 
phased out. 
If the $15,000-family of four could set 
aside $500 for eligible stock purchases, 
this program might be worth $104 in 
tax sav ings. 
Some of the other budget proposals 
might prov ide a bonanza for some 
people, nothing for others. 
To someone now unemploy ed who 
got a job because of Ford’s proposed 
business 
stim ulants, 
the 
ad­ 
ministration’s plan would be worth 
thousands of dollars. 


But the story would be different to a 
teller at a sav ings and loan association 
if he or she were laid off because the 
tax break for the stock inv estment 
drew too much money out of sav ings 
accounts. 
Participants abov e the pov erty lev el 
who benefit from such programs as 
food stamps and school lunches might 
be disqualified under Ford’s proposals 
to tighten eligibility . That would mean 
the equiv alent of less money in the 
pocket. 
Before the final results are in on 
what’s happening to family finances, 
each of these programs must be ap­ 
prov ed by Congress, which usually 
trims here and adds there before a 
program becomes law.

CINCINNATI (AP) - The clergy in 
the Cincinnati area responsible for 
granting Roman Catholic marriage 
annulments are being "swamped,” 
according to the head of the diocesan 
tribunal which handles the procedure. 
The Rev . Timothy J . McNicholas 
said that not long ago possibly M cases 
a y ear were handled by the Diocesan 
Tribunal of the Archdiocese of Cin­ 
cinnati. Now three and four times that 
many are accepted. 
A conglomeration of reasons account 
for the boom, according to Father 
McNicholas. There are many more 
Catholics 
than 
when 
Father 
McNicholas joined the tribunal as a 
judge 23 y ears ago and "May be people 
are not as long-suffering as they 
were,” he said. "May be in the past 
many more people carried the cross of 
an unhappy marriage and probably 
wouldn’t admit it publicly , or if it 
broke up they nev er married. Today 
not so.” 
A major factor has been the in­ 
creased use of "consensual in­ 
capacity ” as a justification for an­ 
nulment, he said. The term means that 
one partner in a marriage did not or 
could not consent fully to the match. 
When prov en, it establishes that the 
marriage nev er met church criteria 
for a true marriage. 
Incapacity can be as simple as 
drunkenness at the ceremony or fear 
in a "shotgun marriage,” Father 
McNicholas ex plained. Or it may be 
more complex , inv olv ing homosex ­ 
uality , impotence, a refusal to hav e 
children or to settle down with one 
mate.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Sen. 
Charles L. Butts, D-23 Clev eland, has 
introduced a bill to allow members of 
city councils, township trustees, and 
other local gov ernments to hold their 
political caucuses in priv ate — the 
same as state lawmakers do. 
Butts, a freshman senator who 
wanted to "bring ev ery thing out into 
the open” with passage of Ohio’s new 
open meetings law, was asked about 
his bill which came only a few day s 
after his Senate colleagues decided to 
continue their tradition of closed politi­ 
cal discussions. 
"If we can’t do without them (closed 
meetings), then it’s awfully hard for 
me to say that local gov ernments can 
do without them,” he said. Butts said 
he is optimistic his measure will 
receiv e prompt hearings.

Akron, who defended closed door 
meetings by Senate Democrats last 
week after they v oted, in ex ecutiv e 
session, not to comply

Ocasek said at the time he may 
support a bill being drafted to giv e 
local officials the same ex emption that 
the bill prov ided for state senators and 
representativ es. 
Republican Senate leaders and those 
of both parties in the House said they 
plan to continue dosed meetings.

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Budget Proposal 
Has Many Hands, 
Many Pockets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - From the 
standpoint of a family wrestling with 
its finances, President Ford’s budget 
proposals may look like a giant 
surrealistic painting of many hands 
and pockets. 
Some of the hands are putting money 
into pockets, while other hands are 
taking money out of pockets. Some of 
the hands may seem triple-Jointed as 
they limberly reach through and 
around 
regulations and 
hidden 
passageways to pluck and deposit. 
There is an almost endless cony 
bination of possible effects the budget 
might exert on individual households 
Here are some of the simpler 
possibilities: 
A family of four with adjusted gross 
income of $16,000 may have paid $1,612 
in income tax for 1976. Ford's proposal 
would cut that tax to $1,446 in 1976 and 
$1,325 in 1977, a total tax cut of $287 
over the two years 
Adjusted gross income for most 
taxpayers means the total of all in* 
come 
On the other side, however, Social 
Security taxes paid by that same 
family would climb from $877.50 to 
$922 50. an increase of $46. 
lf this family had a slightly higher 
adjusted gross income of $16,500 a 
year, the balance 
would shift 
somewhat 
While the income tax 
savings would be Just about the same, 
the increase in Social Security taxes 
from 1976 to 1977 would be $119.70 
rather than $45 
That’s because in addition to raising 
the tax rate on Social Security from 
5 86 per cent to 6.15 per cent. Ford 
would also increase from $15JOO to 
$16,600 the maximum amount of ad­ 
justed gross income on which the tax is 
paid 
Stepping down the economic ladder, 
the proposed income tax cuts get 
proportionally larger A family of four 
with $10,080 of adjusted gross income, 
which paid $709 in 1975, would be 
paying $486 by 1977, a drop of nearly 
one-third, or $224 At the same time, 
the Social Security tax from 1978 to 
1177 would be only $30 greater 
The tax drop works old that way 
because not only are the tax rotas 
lowered for the first $10,000 in adjusted 
gross income, but the tax exemption 
for each family member la increased 
from $760 to $1,000 by 1177 
The latter provision to especially 
helpful to large (■ mille* For two 


parents and their six children, for 
example, the change means $2,000 less 
income on which to pay tax. The 
amount actually saved would depend 
on the family’s tax bracket, but might 
amount to $400 or $600 for a middle in­ 
come household. 
For a family taking care of sn 
elderly parent, the Ford program 
increases the chances of having to pay 
as much as $760 in short-term or 
routine medical costs, but it would 
eliminate the risk of a lengthy medical 
crisis draining thousands of dollars 
from the family bank account. 
If the family budget has roan for a 
bit of saving, the Ford plan would 
encourage putting that money into 
common stocks by providing tax 
breaks. 


Money put into stocks, up to a cer­ 
tain limit, could be deducted from 
taxable income And dividends earned 
by the stock would not be taxed either 
until withdrawn from the plan. 
The administration hasn’t yet 
spelled out how much money could be 
put into this tax-saving feature, nor 
has it said st what higher income 
levels this opportunity would be 
phased out. 
lf the $15.000-family of four could set 
aside $600 for eligible stock purchases, 
this program might be worth $104 in 
tax savings 
Some of the other budget proposals 
might provide a bonanza for some 
people, nothing for others.

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) - A 
slump can be ex pected in first q uarter 
domestic steel shipments this y ear, 
according to the president of Armco 
Steel Corp. 


William Verity said Monday that 
shipments are forecast about 1.5 
million tons below the 22.6 million tons 
shipped during the first q uarter of 
1975 
He predicted howev er that for the 
y ear domestic steel shipments are 
ex pected to increase to about 91 
million from the 80 million in 1975. 
Tentativ e projects for domestic steel 
shipments in 1977 are ov er 100 million 
tons, Verity said. 


Verity warned that unless what he 
called “ an unfav orable price-cost 
relationship” in most steel products is 
corrected, the company would not be 
able to generate sufficient cash flow to 
Justify additional ex penditures which 
would increase Armco’s future steel- 
making capacity 


Steel shipments last y ear totalled 4.9 
million tons, with raw steel production 
of 7.0 million tons. That compared to 
6.5 million tons shipped in 1974 with 
8.98 million tons of raw steel produced. 
Armco’s domestic steel industry 
shipment of 80 million tons in 1975 was 
a 13-y ear low and compared to 109 
million tons shipped in 1974. 
Armco’s fourth-q uarter earnings 
were 1116,661,000, or $3.71 per share of 
common stock. In a similar period in 
1974, the company earned $203,077,000 
or $6.67 per share of common stock.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - From the 
standpoint a i a family wrestling with 
Its finances, Pr^ident Fimd’s b udget 
proposals may look lUre a giant 
surrealistic painting of many hands 
aiKl pockets. 
Some of the hands are putting nxmey 
into pockets, while other hands are 
taking money out (rf podtets. Some of 
the hands may seem triple-jointed as 
they limb erly reach through and 
around 
regulations 
and hidden 
passageways to pluck and deposit. 
There is an almost endless com­ 
b ination of possib le effects the b udget 
might exert cm individual houaehokis. 
Here are some of the siiT^;)ler 
possib iliU^i; 
A family of fcmr with adjusted gross 
inccmoe of $15,000 may have paid $1,612 
in income tax for 1975. Ford’s proposal 
would cut that tax to $1,446 in 1976 and 
$1,325 in 1977, a total tax cut of $!» 7 
over the two yeirs. 
Adjusted gross income for most 
taxpayers means the total of all in­ 
come. 
On the other side, however, Social 
Security taxes paid b y that same 
family wcmld climb fnmi $877.50 to 
$922.50, an increase of $^. 
If this family had a slightly higher 
adjusted gross inccmnie of $16,500 a 
year, the b alance 
would shift 
somewhat. While the income tax 
savings would b e just ab out the same, 
the increase in Social Security taxes 
from 1976 to 1977 would b e $119.70 
rather than $45. 
That’s b ecause in addition to raising 
the tax rate on Social Security from 
5.85 per cent to 6.15 per cent, Ford 
would also increase from $15,^ to 
$16,500 the maximum amount of ad­ 
justed gross income on which the tax is 
paid. 
Stepping down the eomomic ladder, 
the pn^msed income tax cuts get 
prc^rtionally larger. A family o i fcmr 
with $10,000 o f adjusted gross inccmne, 
which paid $709 in 1975, w(mld b e 
paying $485 b y 1977, a drop of nearly 
one-thiid, or $224. At the same time, 
the Social Security tax from 1976 to 
1977 would b e « ily $% greater. 
The tax drop works out that way 
b ecause not (^y are the tax rates 
lowered for the first $10,000 in adjusted 
gross income, b ut the tax exen^ition 
for each family memb er is increased 
frwn $750 to $1,000 b y 1977. 
The latter provision is especially 
helpful to large families. For two 


parents and their six children, fcr 
exan^}le, the change means $2,000 less 
income on which to pay tax. The 
amount actually sav« l would depend 
on the famü y’s tax b racket, b ut might 
amoiatt to $400 ch- $500 for a middle in­ 
come household. 
For a family taking care of an 
elderly parent, the Ford program 
increases the chances of having to pay 
as much as $750 in short-term or 
routine medical costs, b ut it would 
eliminate the rb k of a lei^thy medical 
crisis draining thousands 
k dollars 
fro m the family b ank account. 
If the family b udget has rown fo t a 
b it of saving, the Ford plan would 
encourage {Hitting that money into 
common stocks b y providing tax 
b reaks. 


Mmiey put into stocks, up to a cer­ 
tain limit, could b e d^ucted from 
taxab le income. And dividends earned 
b y the stock would not b e taxed either 
until withdranm fnxn the plan. 
The administration hasn't yet 
spelled out how much money could b e 
{Hit into this tax-saving feature, nor 
has it said at what higher income 
levels this opportunity would b e 
phased out. 
If the $15,00(4family of four could set 
aside $500 for eligib le stock purchases, 
this program miight b e worth $104 in 
tax savings. 
Some of the other b udget proposals 
might provide a b onanza for scmne 
pe<^le, nothing for others. 
To siHnecHie now unemployed who 
got a job b ecause of Ford’s pro{x>sed 
b usiness 
stimulants, 
the 
ad­ 
ministration’s plan would b e worth 
thousands of dollars. 


But the story would b e different to a 
teller at a savings and loan association 
if he or she were laid off b ecause the 
tax b reak for the stock investment 
drew too much money out of savings 
accounts. 
ParUci{>ants ab ove the {loverty level 
who b enefit frinn such programs as 
food stam{>s and school lunches might 
b e disqualified under Ford’s prc^iosals 
to tighten eligib ility. That wo^d mean 
the equivalent of less money in the 
pocket. 
Before the final results are in on 
what’s ha{^ning to family finances, 
each of these programs must b e a{)- 
proved b y Congress, which usually 
trims tere and adds there b efore a 
program b ecomes law.

Arm co Corp. 
Sees Slump 
In Shipm ents 


MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) - A 
slump can be ex pected in first q uarter 
domestic steel shipments this y ear, 
according to the president of Armco 
Steel Corp. 


William Verity said Monday that 
shipments are forecast about 1.5 
million tons below the 22.6 million tons 
shipped during the first q uarter of 
1975. 
He predicted however that for the 
y ear domestic steel shipments are 
ex pected to increase to about 91 
million from the 80 million in 1975. 
Tentative projects for domestic steel 
shipments in 1977 are over 100 million 
tons. Verity said. 


Verity warned that unless what he 
called “ an unfavorable price-cost 
relationship” in most steel products is 
corrected, the company would not be 
able to generate sufficient cash flow to 
justify additional ex penditures which 
would increase Armco’s future steel- 
making capacity . 


Steel shipments last y ear totalled 4.9 
million tons, with raw steel production 
of 7.0 million tons. That compared to 
6.5 million tons shipped in 1974 with 
8 .98 million tons of raw steel produced. 
Armco’s domestic steel industry 
shipment of 80 million tons in 1975 was 
a 13-y ear low and compared to 109 
million tons shipped in 1974. 
Armco’s fourth-q uarter earnings 
were $116,661,000, or $3.71 per share of 
common stock. In a similar period in 
1974, the company earned $203,077,000 
or $6.67 per share of common stock.

Makin g reality work may be au - 
ficu lt. While assu rin g u s his bu dg et is 
on e of restrain t, the Presiden t 
n ev ertheless ex pects a 1977 deficit of 
$43 billion . Con g ress seems willin g to 
tolerate an ev en larg er on e. 
Deficit spen din g will con tin u e for 
man y reason s, political, econ omic an d 
military . 
While there is sen timen t for bitin g 
the bu llet — that is, for cu ttin g spen ­ 
din g u n til it hu rts — there seems to be 
su pport also for bu y in g bu llets for de­ 
fen se.

Late one night, the town’s friendly 
policemen brought the boy, 17, home in 
their patrol car.

There are such instances of parents 
actually expressing a sense off relief 
that it was only alcohol affecting a 
teen-age son or daughter, says Dr.

They overlook the fact that alcohol is 
a drug, one of the oldest in human 
history, a sometimes relaxing 
boon 
that can become as destructive, or 
more destructive, a poison than other 
addictive drugs. 
Only a few years ago, many parents 
were badly frightened 
over the 
popularity and abuse of mind-affecting 
or psychotropic drugs, ranging from 
marijuana to USD and HEROIN and 
COCAINE. 
Much of their alarm over marijuana 
was misplaced, in the judgment of 
some observers, because back in the 
1930s, 
marijuana 
had 
been 
misrepresented as being an instigation 
to robbery, rape and immorality. 
In the 1960s, young people began 
experimenting 
with 
or 
using 
marijuana (rn a fairly regular basis, 
and most found it to be a mild 
stimulant with largely pleasant 
reaction, when used in moderation. 
But parents, teachers and some 
public officials shrilled prophecies of 
down from “pot” — which didn’t jibe 
with the users’ actual experiences. 
Parents, not well-informed, became 
suspect as 
a source of knowledge. 
Young people, in the opinion of some 
observers, felt parents and authorities 
were lying when they warned against 
the dangers of heroin. Refusing to 
accept the cautions against this 
“hard” drug, many became addicted, 
some died. 
But soon teen-agers did see what 
heroin and other potent drugs were 
doing to their peers, and many decided 
not to go along.

Further, in American and other 
societies, drinking is associated with 
attaining adulthood, says Dr. Seixas. 
Many young people now are becoming 
“adults” earlier. Voting age has been 
lowered to 18. Sexual activity is more 
open, 
if not 
beginning 
earlier. 
Youngsters in their teens enter 
military service. Girls experience an 
earlier menarche. 


And drinking has become more 
socially acceptable. Some 95 million 
Americans use alcohol, 
by some 
estimates, with 9 million to IO million 
becoming alcoholics. liquor is well 
advertised, and so is beer. 
Drugs such as heroin are not only 
dangerous, but can be very expensive, 
giving another reason for teen-agers 
with limited funds to choose alcohol as 
their outlet or crutch. 


Nowadays, “there is just leas hassle 
around the use of alcoholic beverages’’ 
compared with other drugs, says 
Donald Phelps, director of the division 
of prevention, Youth Education 
Branch, of the National Institute of 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 


Further, he says, people know there 
is quality control in the production of 
beer, wine and whiskies — except 
perhaps for moonshine — whereas 
drugs bought on the street could be 
dangerously adulterated. “You know 
you can get high from the alcoholic 
drink, bid with some other drugs, you 
don’t know. Parents don’t tend to get 
as uptight about it.”

There is but one Jocko in the world. 
He

of

A year has slipped by. McCormack 
has 107 racing dogs. He has named 
them for relatives, friends, Navy 
buddies and busted bettors. Some of 
them run like frightened burglars. 
Some limp. A few became carelessly 
pregnant. 
Racing dogs average about $1,200 
apiece. Jocko's hobby has cost 
$128,400. That's for the barkers. They 
also have a nasty tendency to want to 
eat, and they expect a warm place to 
sleep.

McCormack ’• dogs raced in tem­ 
peratures 15 degrees below zero. Over 
18,000 people bet and watched. Jocko 
won a few hundred. 
At the moment, 21 of the Sean-Loma 
stable are at a post office box in 
Missouri. It’s a big state, bid Jocko 
doesn’t know exactly where they are. 
It’s a farm for the hurt, the sick and 
the pregnant. Cost: $50 a month per 
dog.

Despite all my 
complaints to the dealer I found that I 
was being pushed around. He was 
irritable with me and impatient. 
Now the hearing aid is in the back of 
my desk drawer, just where you once 
said hundreds of such instruments are 
resting.

Dear Mr. R .: 
At first glance, it seems that your 
letter should be referred to the Better 
Business Bureau in your community 
Yet there are specific medical im­ 
plications to your problem which 
deserves to be clarified. 
Moat hearing aid dealers are well 
equipped and do Uke on the respon­ 
sibility of a health agency. These 
people offer follow-up services with the 
sale of each instrument and do not rest 
until they are convinced that the 
hearing aid is accomplishing Its 
purpose and increasing serviceable 
hearing. 
There are some, unfortunately, who 
do not continue their responsibility to 
their clients, and act as salespeople 
with a single purpose, namely, to sell 
as many instruments as they can. 
The purchase of a hearing aid is, 
indeed, a “plunge.” A hearing aid is 
very expensive — sometimes, un­ 
conscionably so. It is often far beyond 


the reach of elderly people who are 
surviving on Social Security. 
It is a strange paradox that people 
who are indigent and on some welfare 
subsistence can obUin a hearing aid 
without cost.

During 
those years France had rebuilt its 
navy and commercial fleet, destroyed 
by the British at the start of the Seven 
Years War.

likely would suffer the same fate as 
Canada. They had no fleet, no in­ 
dustry, and were politically divided 
whereas the Canadians had been 
united. 
"It took great courage for Ixmis to 
face England again under the same 
circumstances that had brought defeat 
15 years earlier." 
But there was encouraging news. 
"On Oct. 17, 1777, came that great 
victory by the Americans at Saratoga, 
all alone, showing their great energy,” 
Serruys says. With that, the French 


government signed a preferential 
treaty of commerce. 
“This signature was a manifestation 
of French intent, and amounted to a 
recognition 
of 
American 
in­ 
dependence. England could not accept 
it, so declared war. On our side, we had 
to do everything to win the war — and 
first of all avoid the errors that had 
resulted in the loss of Canada.” 
During the Seven Years War, 
England developed a second front 
against France through an alliance 
with Frederick II of Prussia 
To 
prevent this from happening again, 
France enlisted support from Russia, 
Prussia, Sweden, Spain and Holland. 


As an added restraint, France kept 
20,000 men at St. Malo, on the coast 
opposite England, along with ships as 
if an invasion was being prepared. 
Then came that decisive French 
stroke. Cornwallis was at Yorktown, 
besieged by Washington’s troops. A 
British fleet was on the way to aid him, 
with guns and men. 
The British fleet could have turned 
the tide but in the nick of time Adm. De 
Grasse arrived with the French fleet 
and reinforcements, and took a po­ 
sition between Yorktown and the 
oncoming British fleet. Cornwallis 
surrendered to Washington, and the 
Revolution was all but won.

He 
used it effectiv ely when he was 
go v erno r in the 196 0s to ex pand and 
impro v e the state’s highway sy stem 
and to do t the state with new educa­ 
tio nal facilities, parks and numero us 
o ther impro v ements. 
In each instance, when a bo nd issue 
was decided upo n, the go v erno r first 
had to get the appro v al o f the 
legislature and v o ters to get aro und a 
state co nstitutio nal 
debt limit o f 
$7 50,000. The limit has ex isted since 
1851. 
Pending in the legislature is Rep. 
Marcus A. Ro berto ’s pro po sal to set a 
fix ed percentage (six per cent) o f 
Ohio ’s tax rev enues fo r capital co n­ 
structio n 
bo nd 
retirement. 
His 


measure wo uld repeal the debt limn 
and replace it with a flex ible ceiling 
based o n whatev er amo unt the bo nds 
retirement fund co uld back. Estimates 
are that the state co uld start o ff with 
abo ut $300 millio n wo rth o f bo nds, said 
Ro berts, D-6 2 Rav enna, 
Rho des, defeated by v o ters last fall 
when he so ught appro v al o f two bo nd 
issues to taling $4 .5 billio n, has taken no 
o fficial po sitio n o n the matter. 
Ho wev er, it has the endo rsement o f the 
no npartisan 
Ohio 
Co nstitutio nal 
Rev isio n Co mmissio n, which first 
reco mmended it fiv e y ears ago , and 
the Ohio AFL-CIO, which urged its 
co nsideratio n as an alternativ e to the 
ill fated Rho des package. 
The Ohio Co ntracto rs Asso ciatio n, 
which helped substantially in the $2 
millio n media campaign fo r the 
defeated ballo t package, likened the 
pay -as-y o u-use po licy to a situatio n in 
which an Ohio an bo rro ws to build a 
$30,000 ho use. 
Rased o n av erage inflatio n rate o f 
fo ur per cent a y ear— the current 
av erage is abo ut sev en per cent—the 
$30,000 ho use wo uld co at a buy er $6 0,- 
000 in the y ear 2000, and the o wner 
wo uld hav e had 25 y ears o f ho using 
while building equity at the same time. 
Go v ernment bo nd-issue financing 
has ano ther distinct adv antage. 
The interest it pay s bo nd ho lders is 
no t tax able, causing the interest rate 
to be lo wer and usually less than in­ 
flatio n, the co ntracto rs’ gro up said.

stitutional policy in Ohio. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee has under consideration a 
constitutional amendment that would 
let the legislature issue bonds from 
time to time to pay for highways, pris­ 
ons and other needed capital Im­ 
provements. 


Over the years, as inflation has 
caused 
construction 
costs 
to 
skyrocket, the state never has been 
able to lay out the cash to pay for 
improvements in advance. Instead, 
officials turned to a pay-as-you-use 
policy, which meant Issuing bonds 
backed by the faith and credit of the 
state. 


Gov. James A. Rhodes is a prime 
advocate of bond issue financing. He 
used it effectively when he was 
governor in the 1960s to expand and 
improve the state's highway system 
and to dot the state with new educa­ 
tional facilities, parks and numerous 
other improvements. 
In each instance, when a bond issue 
was decided upon, the governor first 
had to get the approval of the 
legislature and voters to get around a 
state constitutional debt limit of 
$750,000. The limit has existed since 
1851. 
Pending in the legislature is Rep 
Marcus A. Roberto’s proposal to set a 
fixed percentage (six per cent) of 
Ohio's tax revenues for capital con­

measure would repeal the debt limit 
and replace it with a flexible ceiling 
based on whatever amount the bonds 
retirement fund could back. Estimates 
are that the state could start off with 
about $300 million worth of bonds, said 
Roberts, I>62 Ravenna. 
Rhodes, defeated by voters last fall 
when he sought approval of two bond 
issues totaling $4.5 billion, has taken no 
official position on the m atter. 
However, it has the endorsement of the 
nonpartisan 
Ohio 
Constitutional 
Revision Commission, which first 
recommended it five years ago, and 
the Ohio AFIXJIO, which urged its 
consideration as an alternative to the 
ill fated Rhodes package. 
The Ohio Contractors Association, 
which helped substantially in the $2 
million media campaign for the 
defeated ballot package, likened the 
pay-as-you-use policy to a situation in 
which an Ohioan borrows to build a 
$30,000 house. 
Based on average inflation rate of 
four per cent a year— the current 
average is about seven per cent—the 
$30,000 house would cost a buyer $60,- 
000 in the year 2000, and the owner 
would have had 25 years of housing 
while building equity at the same time. 
Government bond-issue financing 
has another distinct advantage. 
The interest it pays bond holders is 
not taxable, causing the interest rate 
to be lower and usually less than in­ 
flation, the contractors' group said.

Circuit Co urt o f Appea l ha s upheld a 
co ntempt o rder a nd denied ba il fo r a 
key witness in the inv estiga tio n into 
the disa ppea ra nce o f Tea msters 
lea der Jimmy Ho ff a . 
The 6th U.S. Circuit Co urt o f Appea ls 
a ffirmed a lo wer co urt co ntempt o rder 
Tuesda y issued a ga inst Stephen 
Andretta who refused to testify la st 
mo nth befo re a Detro it gra nd jury de­ 
spite being gra nted immunity . 
Andretta , o f little Ferry , N.J., 
declined to tell a gra nd jury where he 
wa s la st July 30—the da te tha t Ho ffa 
disa ppea red. 


“ It is clea r to this co urt, a s it wa s to 
Judge Freema n, tha t Andretta ha s, 
a nd ha s ha d, the key s to the ja il in his 
po cket a nd ha d been ma de fully a wa re 
o f tha t fa ct by the district judge,” the 
a ppella te co urt sa id in its o rder. 
The a ppella te co urt sa id pro ceedings 
befo re U.S. District Co urt Judge Ra lph 
Freema n sho wed tha t Andretta co uld 
a t a ny time purge himself o f co ntempt 
by co mply ing with the o rder o f the 
co urt requiring him to testify . 


At o ne po int during the hea ring o n 
Andretta ’s a ppea l. Appella te Judge

McRa e ruled tha t Ra y ’s 
co nfessio n to King’s dea th wa s ma de 
v o lunta rily o n the a dv ice o f co mpetent 
a tto rney s. 
One o f Ra y ’s a tto rney s, Ro bert 
Liv ingsto n, o f Memphis, sa id Tuesda y 
tha t a tto rney s fo r bo th sides will be 
a llo wed 30 minutes ea ch to a rgue their 
ca se befo re the a ppea ls co urt.

Contempt 
Citation 
Said Valid 


CINCINNATI (A P) - The 8th U.S. 
C ircuit Court of Appeal has upheld a 
contempt order and denied bail for a 
key witness in the investigation into 
the disappearance of Team sters 
leader Jim m y Hoffa. 
The 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
affirmed a lower court contempt order 
Tuesday issued against Stephen 
Andretta who refused to testify last 
month before a Detroit grand Jury de­ 
spite being granted immunity. 
Andrena, of little Ferry, N .J., 
declined to tell a grand Jury where he 
was last July 30—the date that Hoffa 
disappeared. 


"It is clear to this court, as it was to 
Judge Freeman, that Andrena has, 
and has had. the keys to the fail in his 
pocket and had been made fully aware 
of that fact by the district Judge,*’ the 
appellate court said in its order 
The appellate court said proceedings 
before U S. District Court Judge Ralph 
Freeman showed that Andrena could 
at any time purge himself of contempt 
by complying with the order of the 
court requiring him to testily 


At one point during the hearing on 
Andretta's appeal. Appellate Judge 
George Edwards informed attorney 
William E. Bufalino that the contempt 
order would be rescinded if Andrena 
answered the question put to him by 
the grand Jury. 
Judge Freeman found Andrena in 
contempt Dec. ll after he declined to 
answer grand Jury questions, despite 
being granted immunity. 


The appellate court, in upholding 
Judge Freeman's ruling, concluded 
that Andrena was not entitled to insist 
upon sole representation by Bufalino 
nor was he entitled to delay grand Jury 
proceedings befure of that reason 
The Judges noted that Andrena was 
subsequently 
represented 
by 
Hufalino’s son on Dec. ll. when he was 
given an opportunity to purge himself 
of contempt by Judge Freeman.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The man 
on the other end of the telephone line 
was a debt collector, and he was out to 
collect his money any way he could. 
“ I ’m going to get you," he said. “ I ’m 
going to put you away.” 
A sharp, loud noise resembling 
gunfire sounded. 
“ Did you hear that?” the collector 
asked the terrified debtor, “ That’s 
your warning.” 
That exchange was one example 
cited by Asst 
Atty 
Gen. Robert 
Tongren, chief of the consumer crimes 
and frauds division, of why Ohio’s four- 
year-old (Consumer Sales Practices 
Act needs strengthening 
Under the law as it now stands, 
Tongren said, such harrassing tactics 
are legal. 
Ohio’s present consumer law forbids 
“ deceptive” practices. But, Tongren 


said, 
“ There have 
been 
many 
practices which are ‘unfair’ but not 
necessarily ‘deceptive.’ Numerous 
consumer com plaints have been 
received regarding debt collection 
practices which fall within this cate­ 
gory.” 
In another case, he said, a woman 
informed a debt collector she was 
unable to make payments because she 
was on welfare and ill. The collector 
began calling her hospital room 
following her surgery. 
But he said the problem applies to 
more than debt collectors. One 
example in Ohio is the “ missing heir” 
scheme. 
A Mrs. Douglas received a letter 
telling her that for $19, she could 
receive information on the inheritance 
of another Douglas who might be 
related, Tongren said. 


“ The letter failed to inform the 
consumer that thousands of other 
Douglasses received the same pitch, 
and that she could obtain the same 
information for free by contacting the 
Unclaimed Funds Agency,” Tongren 
said. 


Tongren gave the examples while 
testifying before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which is considering 
legislation to expand the consumer 
sales act to include unfair practices. 
He said 31 states outlaw such 
practices, including Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Indiana and Illinois. 


He said federal guidelines to 
determine unfairness include whether 
the practice “ offends public policy,’’ is 
"immoral, unethical, oppressive or 
unscrupulous” and “ causes substan- 
tial injury to consumers.”

Written For Associated Press 
The district fish and game hearings 
around Ohio Sunday may feature a

disagreement. 
Sportsmen traditionally have used 
the hearings as a forum for arguing 
among themselves about seasons, 
limits and other regulations of special 
interest to hunters and fishermen, 
This year, however, forces opposed 
to any kind of hunting are reported to 
be considering a plan to appear at the 
sessions to make their views known.

Hunting critics still remember that 
last winter’s district hearings served 
as a springboard for the campaign to 
add the mourning dove to Ohio’s game 
list. 
Resolutions favoring dove hunting 
were introduced by members of the 
public and overwhelmingly approved 
at each of the five meetings last 


January. Those recommendations 
ultimately were adopted by the Ohio 
Wildlife Council and that led to the 
political battle over dove hunting 
The district hearings Sunday are 
scheduled at 1 p.m. at the following 
locations;

NEW YORK (A P)-O n e of 
my pet gripes about network- 
made country music shows 
from Nashville is that they’re 
usually produced by New 
York or Los Angeles types 
who know zilch about Nash­ 
ville or its music. 
If you’ve got the same 
gripe, mark Feb. 2 on your 
calender That's the national 
air date of “Hill Country 
Sounds,’’ a one hour country 
music special by public TV 
station UDCN in Nashville. 
Hosted by singing star Bill 
Anderson, it's sort of a 
historical look at country 
m usic, from Appalachian 
bluegrass to the jazz-flavored 
modem sounds of slnger- 
romposer Roger Miller. 
It has its faults. The narra­ 
tion gets a big florid, such as 
when Anderson, commenting

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NEW YORK (AP) — One of 
my pet gripes about network- 
made country music shows 
from Nashville is that they’re 
usually produced by New 
York or Los Angeles types 
who know zilch about Nash­ 
ville or its music. 
If you’ve got the same 
gripe, mark Feb. 2 on your 
calender. That’s the national 
air date of “ Hill Country 
Sounds,” a onehour country 
music special by public TV 
station UDCN in Nashville. 
Hosted by singing star Bill 
Anderson, it’s sort of a 
historical look at country 
music, from Appalachian 
bluegrass to the jazz-flavored 
modem sounds of singer- 
composer Roger Miller. 
It has its faults. The narra­ 
tion gets a big florid, such as 
when Anderson, commenting 
on an Irish bar in New York 
that features country music, 
says “ the scene bespeaks the 
polyglot 
nature 
of 
our 
society.” 
He also takes a bit too much 
of the limelight, performing 
in two Grand Ole Opry 
segments and engaging in a 
chat with Buddy Killen, his 
music publisher, on the future 
of country music. And the 
show makes no mention of the 
occasional uproars 
over 
country music’s increasingly 
frank lyrics, such as those in 
“ The P ill” by Loretta Lynn. 
But no matter. This show, 
the first of its kind by WDCN, 
is a pretty good primer on the 
country music scene and how 
the music has caught on to the 
point that even New York au­ 
diences dig Earl Scruggs. 
In addition to studying the 
lives and music of such 
country pioneers as Jimmie 
Rodgers, Hank Williams and 
the Carter Fam ily, the 
program has little touches 
you rarely see on a network 
show. 
They’re things as basic — 
and interesting — as how 
Nashville 
record 
dates 
usually work, with little 
written music and lots of on- 
the-spot 
“ head” 
ar­ 
rangements from the rhythm 
and backup vocal sections. 
And would a network show 
ever think about visiting the 
sessions at Nashville’s “ Old 
Time Pickin’ Parlor” and 
catching on film the fine blue­ 
grass work of the “ Lost City 
Cats” ? Nope.
